Supposedly, when you go 
down to Wal-Mart to interview for a 
job stacking giant boxes of VCR's on 
a 12-foot-high shelf, you have to talk 
to these “expert- psychologists who 
can watch your body language and 
figure out whether or not you’re a 
serial killer, or you spend a lot of 
money on 900 numbers, or you once 
Stole all the wire hangers out of your 
ex-wife’s closet. And then, if they 
decide you're a weirdo in some way 
or another, they give you the old “We 
have no openings at this time” or

You understand how this:

So let's say the answer is 
“No,” but you hesitate for a minute 
before you say no, and you cross 
your feet, and yougive the interviewer 
a little smile.

Volcanoes 


on An explosion on the 
AK slopes of Mt. Pinatubo 
hurled a cloud of steam 
and debris 15,000 feet into the sky 
north of Manila. Volcanic dust from 
previous eruptions has blocked 15 
percent of the sunlight in parts of 
Japan, according to a study by the 
country’s Central Meteorological 
Agency. The report said that the 
reduction in solar radiation from the 
Philippine volcano would continue 
for at least a year, but it should not 
damage crops or affect daily life. 
Athin cloud of ash, from the erup- 
tion of Chilean volcano Mount 
Hudson two months ago, drifted 
northward 1,240 miles to the skies 
above Buenos Aires. Visibility in the 
Argentine capital was only slightly 
reduced, and authorities assured 
residents that the ash posed no 
health hazard.

Japan in 20 years, killed 52 
people and left widespread damage 
from Okinawa in the extreme south, 
to the northernmost main island of 
Hokkaido.

waters. Two dozen Soviet scientists 
abandoned Station North Pole 31 on 
July 24 when the ice became un- 
stable. They left behind buildings 
and barrels of fuel on the drifting ice 
floe. The rate at which the iceberg is 
now breaking up makes the pros- 
pect of a planned Soviet salvage 
operation very unlikely.

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Killer Eagles 

Lapp herders in northern 
EX Norway claim that huge 

eagles ate about 1,300 of 
their reindeer this year, and are 
demanding compensation from the 
government. The Oslo tabloid 
Dagbladet reported that officially 
only five eagles have been reported 
in the entire country, and suggested 
that if the eagles are as large as the 
herders claim, “they’re going to have 
to start using an airport when they 
come in for a landing.” Odd Ronnin- 
gen, an environmental official, ad- 
mitted that some herders exagger- 
ate, but said that wild animals killed 
25,000 of their reindeer in 1989. The 
Lapplanders inhabit the arctic re- 
gions of Scandinavia and rely onthe 
reindeer, which are virtually their only 
resource.

ASaudiexpertwarnedthat 
the Persian Gulf will never 

recover from the massive 
oil spills that occurred during and 
after the Gulf War. “Pollution of the 
Gulf can no.longer be considered a 
passing phase,” according to Naser 
al-Saleh, manager ofthe SaudiFish- 
eries Company. “It has become a 
permanent feature of the region’s 
life.” His remarks were outlined ina 
paper to be presented to an interna- 
tional conference on the environ- 
ment in Dubai later this month. 

The Kuwaiti Oil Company’s gen- 
eral manager for drilling and well op- 
eration announced that 85 percent 
of the country’s burning oil wells 
have now been put out. Saoud 
Alnashmi said that 572 wells have 
been extinguished since the interna- 
tional firefighting efforts began in 
March. An average of nine wells is 
now being put out each day, a much 
faster rate than in the initial stages of 
the massive undertaking. Most of 
the wells still burning are inthe north, 
where firefighting efforts began only 
last month. 


New Ozone Hole 
A severe hole in Earth's 
50: protective ozone layer 
above Antarcticahas formed 
for the third year in a row, this time 
producing the lowest reading of 
ozone on record. Monitoring data 
from a special mapping instrument 
aboard the Nimbus-7 weather satel- 
lite show ozone levels there have 
dropped by about 35 percent since 
mid-August, and that the hole now 
encompasses about 8 millionsquare 
miles of the frozen continent. 


Snap Freeze 


An unexpected spring 
WY freeze in Uruguay haskilled 

many recently sheared 
sheep, and damaged budding fruit 
and vegetable crops. Thousands of 
sheep died in the north of the coun- 
try, while the south lost almost its 
entire grape crop.

Light Therapy 

The Finnish governmenthas 
a) undertaken atwo-yearstudy 

to find a treatment for.dark- 
ness fatigue — a common winter 
disorder in high northern latitudes. 
Seemingly perpetual night, combined 
with bitter cold during December, 
January, and February, are known 
to affect about 15 percent of Scandi- 
navians with episodes of personality 
changes and mood swings. In se- 
vere cases it can cause antisocial 
behavior or even suicide. Two thou- 
sand Finns have volunteered to be 
exposed to doses of light up to 20 
times brighter than normal indoor 
lighting for an hour each day this 
winter. The $3 million project will 
also investigate the relationship 
between light and other aspects of 
human health and welfare, such as 
the body’s ability to fight diseases 
and heal itself.
